iice the other ; hut Imtli Iming restrained from using such 
power, so th.it u mutual cnmprowiee may seule the claims 
of Imth.

It was said ilial the people were naturally 
eonupt, p.is.iioiiate and ignorant,— thal the mass looked 
upon property as prey, and were naturally clamorous for 
Its filuiidei. 
Behgioii was prostituted lo uphold the natural 
right of rulers lo manage for ihe jieople lliese affairs, which, 
il »vas said, they eould not l>e Iruated to manage for theiii- 
thetiiselvcs. 
But ilie fsiople, in all ages, have asked only 
for equal rights, and the aristocracy, under the {»reteiice 
of [irolecting property and liberty, have sought to iiiiimi- 
date, deceive aud In ¡he lliem. 
At i.-tocraey has ruled the 
world under three masks ; the warri(»i 
the priest’», and 
the financii r ’s. 
As a w arrior, il played its pait w ith-in- 
giilar ability, dazzling, hnhiiig, compiering and freeing hy 
turns. 
'I’lie single Cl rV of Home, hy a long course of 
cunning policy, mastered the known world. 
Under the 
garb of the Driest, it reipiired ihe most abject suhiui.-iion 
in this w o rld —even ihe sm reuder of ticit moral sense, lhal 
heiivenly spark, »\hirh ¡»given to liglit all through life, . 
and wliich cannot he entirely buried in corniplion, to the ' 
keeping of higols who blasphemously promi-ed eternal 
joys hereafier ? 
Next assuming ihe mask of the financier, ^ 
w illia Protean skill lliat would liave astonished Faust him- 
sell, tliough familiar with a similar spirit, it sought to con­ 
trol, direct and “ regulate” he “ UGM M LltC’I A L ” af­ 
fairs of tlie people.
